However, police in Maryland have ^ 
tentatively "^called Paisley's death a 1 
suicide and the state police plan to Issue , 
a report in the case later this week. ; • i 

Paisley died from a single bullet j 
wound in the head. His body, strapped ' 
with diving weights, was discovered in ' 
the bay on Oct. 1. State police say they 
believe Paisley killed himself while 
boating on Sept. 24. They believe he was 
beset by financial, marital and health 
problems.
